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Three candidates run for two 
council seats in City of Belleville

Two four-year terms on the Belleville 
City Council will be filled by voters in the 
Nov. 5 General Election. 

There are three candidates: a newcomer 
to political office, Robert Balderston; 
former Belleville Mayor Tom Fielder; and 
incumbent Councilwoman Kim Tindall. 

The Independent sent out candidate forms 
to gather information on the candidates 
and they all cooperated and completed the 
forms on deadline. 

Robert (Bob) Balderston 

Robert (Bob) Balderston, 52, of 256 
Second Street, is running for his first 
elective political office. 

He and his wife Cristina Balderston, a 
flight attendant for Delta Airlines, have 
lived in the City of Belleville for about six 
years. 

He is an artist and has completed some 
college courses. 

Balderston was appointed to the 
planning commission in 2010, served for 
three months, and resigned due to health 
reasons. 

“I belong to no clubs or organizations. 
My choice is to focus my attention to the 
needs at hand. My hobbies are raising 
exotic finches, reading and, of course, art. 

“I am running for office because I feel we 
need to restore the mandate of the voting 
populace. Even in a democracy, we have 
become more or less a Roman Monarchy. 
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The council and the mayor’s office are 
puppet-like offices that have taken all 
responsibility, and put it into the hands of 
appointed officials, thus removing any real 
voter say in the running of our city. 

“The office of the mayor and council 
should be full-time positions and the office 
of the city manager, should also be an 
elected position, allowing the city voters 
the choice of persons suited to run the 
full-time operations, not decisions that the 
council and mayor have made. 

“Voting for properly qualified officials, 
rather than people who are part of the 
Belleville dynasties, or political cliches, 
will return confidence in the voting public. 

“Regardless of whom you vote for, it is all 
a moot point if even for just local elections, 
that the public can and should vote. Make 
your voice heard. 

Balderston explained his goals: 

“My goals of running for this office of 
City Council is one to lead, not to follow, 
or just work with others or groups, who 
have no bearing of the needs of the city. 

“Leading means to question and pro- 
actively act in regards to the city’s now 
and future needs. Rather than just being a 
paper tiger for four years, I feel each and 
every term of any office, we have to get the 
voting public, to make their voices heard. 

“No elected office is worth its decisions, 
if the public does not get involved. A

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VBT Board holds two days of 
budget sessions to prepare for 2014

After two days of hearing what directors of 
all the departments want or need to survive 
in 2014, the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees decided last week that they were 
spending more than they’re bringing in and 
cuts had to be made. 

But, what to cut? 

The board set a work/study session at 4 
p.m., Wednesday, Nov. 6, to further discuss 
the proposed $14.1 million budget, which, 
under state law, has to be balanced and 
passed by the end of the year. 

In an introductory message to the board as 
the sessions began on Oct. 16, Supervisor 
Linda Combs pointed out that in Wayne 
County, Sumpter Township is the only 
community less expensive to live in than 
Van Buren Township. 

She said, according to SEMCOG figures, 
VBT is allocating $448 per resident for the 
services it provides, though receiving only 
$158 per resident in taxes. 

For the last 12 years, the township has 
been using landfill revenues to balance its 
budget, but the landfill has only about 11.5 
years to be in business “and revenues are 
continuing to drop faster than the costs we 
expend,” she said. 

Combs said that: 

e The Public Safety Millage provides only 
$3.34 million of the nearly $7.9 million in 
expenses. In 2014 almost $5 million must 
be supplemented; 

e Parks and Recreation’s proposed 2014 
budget, while understaffed, amounts to 
nearly $300,000 in expenses without a 
current millage; and 

e The Senior Department budget is also 
understaffed with a 2014 budget over 
$230,000 without a current millage to 
support it. 

“I could go on but, clearly, it is evident that 
significant planning and effort must occur 
to continue to provide essential services,” 
Supervisor Combs said. 

On the final day of the budget discussions, 
Treasurer Sharry Budd orally gave some 
figures on the budget which confused the 
board and sent Trustee Brenda McClanahan 
up to a white board to write down the figures 
for all to see. 

After putting down all the figures and 
doing the math with other members of 
the board helping, it turned out the budget 
needs roughly $1.3 million, but that doesn’t 
consider transfers from the landfill fund, 
which currently holds $4.3 million. 

The board said it could just transfer over 
money from the landfill fund to cover the 
amount needed, but then there would be 
little in that fund, that currently brings in 
$3.225 million a year. 


“Spending landfill funds for operation 
is not illegal,” said Trustee Jeff Jahr. “But 
it was meant to do capital improvements, 
cultural projects. We got into dipping into 
it for operations and now we are taking out 
more than is coming in.” 

“Then you throw in the Visteon issue,” 
said Trustee Reggie Miller, referring to 
the bonds the township is obligated to pay 
when the income to pay them falls short in 
2018. 

“Visteon is different from the landfill...,” 
Clerk Leon Wright replied. 

“We may want to use the landfill money 
for Visteon,” Trustee Miller said. 

“Landfill money isn’t going to make a 
dent in the Visteon figures,’ Supervisor 
Combs said, referring to an unpaid bond 
total of some $47 million. 

“Its an elephant in the room,” Miller 
insisted. 

Trustee Jahr said all the requests from 
the directors are valid, but the board has to 
cut. 

“What is the problem?” Trustee Phil 
Hart asked, answering himself with, “Nine 
percent is the problem right now. Could be 
we simply have a directive to cut 9%.” 

“Benefits and health care. That’s the 
biggie,’ Treasurer Budd said of the 
expenses. 

Supervisor Combs stated, “You can’t cut 
your way out of this mess ... We have to 
generate revenue.” 

At the end of the budget sessions, board 
members said they will study the situation 
and send feedback and recommendations to 
the supervisor before the Nov. 6 meeting. 

Among the statements at the two days of 
budget sessions: 

e Combs: “Working with the Affordable 
Care Act ... It’s been a nightmare.” Fire 
Chief Dan Besson said he cut back on the 
hours allowed for paid-per-call fire fighters 
because of the Act and then, when the 
President postponed that part of the Act, 
Besson kept the hourly cutbacks in place 
so he wouldn’t be going back and forth 
with the fire fighters. “I took money away 
from them for shifts because I have to 
accommodate the law.” 

e Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
called Fire Chief Besson “a valued asset 
to our agency” and recommended hiking 
Besson’s pay from $69,000 to $81,000. 
The board suggested the figure be $80,000, 
plus the $500 signing bonus all salaried 
department heads are getting for three 
years. The signing bonuses for salaried 
personnel were put in place by the three 
full-time elected officials without coming 
to the full board. 

e They discussed the dispatch fee charged 
to the City of Belleville that has been

$145,600 for the past two years, agreeing 
it should be increased. “We had upgrades 
and we should have more money,” said 
Police Lt. Ken Floro, who supervises the 
township’s dispatch department. Combs 
said last year, she and Budd sat down with 
the then public safety director who said the 
previous fee was adequate. Budd said she 
would like to see a schedule to see what the 
township should have had in fees. She said 
this won’t go to the board for amendments 
until December. 

e Discussing the Belleville dispatch 
services led Jahr to ask, “Why don’t we 
consolidate more? It makes sense if we can 
provide mutual services.” Clerk Wright 
suggested consolidating police and fire with 
the city, adding, “We pretty much patrol 
Belleville as it is ... cars on Liberty and 
High. Why hasn’t something like this ever 
been approached? ... I know personalities 
are involved.” Lt. Floro said, “We help them 
a lot and in reverse they are there to help 
us, as well.” Public Safety Director Laurain 
said, “Consolidating the police and fire ... 
the state likes that. Now they want you to 
collaborate with other agencies.” Budd 
said in years past the departments actually 
sat down together, but when they got to 
“Who’s going to be this ... that ... it fell 
apart.” Combs said, in all fairness, she had 
to report that Mayor Kerreen Conley asked 
within the last six months to sit down and 
talk about shared services and cooperative

ventures that the communities could work 
together on, including Sumpter Township. 
Combs said Conley was busy with her 
children and so they have yet to meet. 

e Supervisor Combs said she is studying 
a proposed contract with Romulus for 
Animal Control services, similar to what 
VBT has with the Humane Society, with 
VBT catching and transporting the dogs 
themselves, unless they are vicious. She 
said the township’s animal control officer 
does not have the ability to dart animals. 
Laurain said when the township gave 
over the license to the Department of 
Agriculture, it gave over the ability to dart. 
Combs said the Romulus rate is less than 
the Humane Society and Romulus will give 
VBT a key so animals can be dropped off 
at any time. Budd said even if the township 
said it wouldn’t have an animal control 
officer, the man doing the job now is a full- 
time employee and his pay will just move 
to another area. Combs added, “If we use 
Romulus, we qualify for state money ... 
we'll talk with them once their council 
election is over.” 

e Clerk Wright proposed a full-time 
Human Resource position. The board also 
discussed paying for mileage and overnight 
stays for attendance at Michigan Township 
Association conferences, which Wright 
supports and Budd opposes. “I’m just 
looking at a budget that’s destitute,” Budd 
said.

Sumpter Board 
OKs FD agreement 


with Van Buren 


On Tuesday, the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees voted unanimously to 
approve a Western Wayne County Mutual 
Aid Agreement with Van Buren Township. 

Sumpter attorney Rob Young said the 
mutual aid agreement says if an incident 
breaks out in VBT where they need a 
Sumpter Township tanker truck for help, 
Sumpter Township will automatically 
respond. 

Likewise, if rural Sumpter Township 
needs special fire-fighting equipment that 
VBT has to fight a fire in its industrial area 
on Rawsonville Road, or elsewhere, VBT 
will automatically respond. 

Sumpter Fire Chief Joe Januszyk was 
authorized to execute the agreement. 

“This is if certain things happen, and 
hopefully they don’t...” said Young. “But, 
if they do, we’re covered.” 

Ata VBT budget session last week VBT 
Fire Chief Dan Besson mentioned the pact 
in passing. He said VBT has trailer parks 
that have a fire hydrant at the main road 
and none within, so when a fire breaks out, 
water needs to be carried in — and rural 
Sumpter has the tanker trucks. 

The two departments, whose jurisdictions 
meet on Bemis Road, have been helping 
each other, anyway, but now it’s a formal 
agreement. This is what the state is 
encouraging: cooperative agreements. 
And, there are incentives, as well. It’s the 
old Good Neighbor Policy writ large.

Act materials until the city could figure out 
how much it could legally charge after a 
law suit was filed — and the city lost. 

Reportedly, last week Westland changed 
its fees to charge only for labor, plus $1 or 
50 cents depending on the request. 

On Aug. 29, Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Marvin Stempien ruled against 
Westland in a lawsuit brought by Steven 
Eugene LaHaine and his Livonia attorney 
William Maze. 

“They were over-charging,” said Maze. 
“Clearly they were doing it to make a 
profit.” 

Judge Stempien wrote that “The public 
policy stated in the Public Act is subverted 
by any cost to the members of the public 
who are requesting information that is 
outside the actual cost enumerated in the 
Act.” 

Westland argued that the Freedom of 
Information Act allows it to charge for 
the equipment use in the activities that are 
required to comply with the FOIA request, 
but nowhere in the Act is a charge for the 
cost of equipment permitted. 

They were charging $75 per police 
department video and $35 for audio. For 
documents they were charging $5 for the 
first and second pages and $1 per page after 
that. Or, you could pay a flat $45.61 per 
hour rate. 

The Mackinac Center for Public Policy 
also filed a lawsuit against Westland 
claiming these fees violated the state’s

FOIA law and that case is still pending. 
That case was prompted by a $5 fee the 
city was charging before even beginning to 
search for the requested information. 

At its budget session last week, Van 
Buren Township Clerk Leon Wright said 
his office was looking 
at increasing fees 
for various things, 
including charging for 
notarizing that it now 
offers free. 

We hope he doesn’t 
go too far. 
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On Aug. 29 there was a gas leak at the 
Van Buren Township Hall when the crew 
replacing the roof damaged a line.

Pleading with Belleville 
Council to fix hazards 


Attn: City Manager 
An Open Letter to Mayor Conley and the 
Belleville City Council: 
Oct. 15, 2013 

I have been a homeowner and taxpayer 
in the City of Belleville for over 60 years. 
For many of those years, it has been my 
daily routine to walk a one-mile route up 
and down my neighborhood streets. I walk 
south on Edgemont, west on Robb, north to 
Angola, and east onto Huron River Drive. 

On Sunday morning, Sept. 29, 2013, I 
began my early-morning, routine walk. 
As I turned to walk onto Edgemont, I 
tripped and fell on the sidewalk in front 
of the first house. This is a sidewalk that 
has long been in a sorry state of disrepair. 
When I fell, a police car entered onto 
Edgemont and seeing me fall, immediately 
called paramedics.

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their attention, but determined I needed no 
further care. Although I suffered aches and 
pain along with two colorful black eyes, I 
was lucky. I am thankful my injuries were 
few. 

I suspect that because our side streets are 
not as visible and less traveled than Huron 
River Drive, they apparently don’t deserve 
the same attention or maintenance. Over 
the years there have been many complaints 
from my neighbors. But I want to remind 
the Council that we side-street residents 
are also taxpayers; we expect and deserve 
the same amount of attention. 

I have personally counted 31 defective 
areas. I have also noted 
high levels of grass 
growing in cracks, 
even a tree growing 
in a crack on Angola 
which has caused a 
dangerous upheaval 
of the cement (another 
accident just waiting to 
happen!). Angola Street 
is especially bad! 

I think you will agree when I say my 
fall could have been much more severe, 
both physically and legally. I want to see 
these accident-prone conditions remedied, 
before another person falls, one who may 
not be as lucky as I was. 

I am pleading with the City Council 
to authorize the necessary inspections, 
to be followed up with whatever repairs 
are necessary to correct these hazards 
in our sidewalks. And, until this work is 
performed, I want the residents to know 
about these sidewalks and to beware! 

Our police do not want us to walk in the 
streets, so I guess we need to be patient 
until the City solves our sidewalk problem. 
Until that happens, we walkers will have 
to purchase walking sticks and continue 
prodding the City Council. 

I regret I will not be able to attend your 
next City Council meeting, so I am asking 
that this letter be read at your next meeting 
and at the same meeting, further action be 
taken regarding my above requests.

a.m. Nov. 13 before 34" District Court Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks Green. 

Five felony charges were filed against 
White in September, but on the request of 
attorney Vincent, Judge Parrott delayed 
White’s preliminary exam on those charges 
until Oct. 16 because the Michigan State 
Police said more charges were pending. 

Although at least two of White’s former 
clients have case numbers with the Michigan 
State Police and are waiting for their charges 
to bring warrants against White, so far no 
new warrants have been approved by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s office. 

In the charges pending at 34" District 
Court , White is accused of defrauding the 
late Leland Jordan and his wife Judith A. 
Jordan of Belleville. 

Conviction on those charges could bring 
him 44 years in prison if sentenced to the 
maximum. 

34" District Court Brian Oakley said on 
Oct. 16 that he expects the case will be 
adjourned again on Nov. 13. 

Vincent said he wanted to handle all the 
cases against his client in one package 
and Judge Parrott agreed, citing “judicial 
efficiency.” 

Meanwhile, White is out on bond after 
paying 10% of the $20,000 set by Judge 
Parrott. Since he has yet to have a preliminary 
exam, White has yet to enter a plea of guilty 
or not guilty to the charges concerning the 
Jordans. 

Bankruptcy Court ruling 

Also on Oct. 16, U.S. Bankruptcy Court 
Judge Thomas J. Tucker signed an order 
granting relief to Robert and Gloria Coppock 
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so they can move forward with getting back 
the house they own at 41305 Savage Road, 
Van Buren Township. 

The order terminates the automatic stay 
of the Chapter 7 Bankruptcy proceedings of 
former attorney White, who was disbarred 
on July 15 and filed bankruptcy on July 19. 

The house on Savage is where White lives 
with his family, but he stopped paying land 
contract payments to the Coppocks and also 
stopped paying property taxes. White is still 
in possession of the house. 

According to the Wayne County Delinquent 
Tax Office, the status of that property is 
“Forfeited” with total taxes of $10,866.52 
owed. 

The judge’s order states the approximate 
market value of the property as $260,000 and 
the current debt owing is about $306,688, 
which includes the unpaid property taxes 
and the Coppocks’ attorney fees and costs 
for filing their motion. 

When the Coppocks sell the property, if 
they get any more than what is owed they 
will give the extra back to the court and if it 
is less than owed, that amount will be treated 
as an unsecured debt. 

Judge Tucker’s order allows the Coppocks 
to move forward on reclaiming their 
property, sold to the Whites on land contract 
in 2006. They were prevented from claiming 
their property by White’s bankruptcy 
proceedings. 

At their option, the Coppocks now may call 
the Whites by telephone or contact them in 
writing to enter into a potential forbearance 
agreement (delaying foreclosure by allowing 
White to catch up on payments), land 
contract modification, refinance agreement 
or other loan agreement. The judge’s order 
is binding and is immediately in effect.

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DeBucks turn suffering 
sod farm into successful 
corn maze, play area

The sun shone brightly as it set across the 
cornstalks and farm wagons at DeBuck’s 
Farm on Martz Road in Van Buren 
Township. 

After more than 30 years as a sod farm, 
the DeBuck’s business has transitioned to 
a corn maze, making family fun from hard 
times. When the housing slump hit the 
sod farm, Norman DeBuck and his family 
started thinking of diversifying the family 
business. 

His new business plan was to create 
family entertainment. 

“Our family was always good at 
entertaining people -- Halloween parties, 
gatherings,” son Scott DeBuck said, 
adding that the family wondered, “Why 
not entertain for the people of Belleville?” 

They started studying the entertainment 
business and attended conventions and 
seminars across the country. 

This is the DeBucks’ fifth season with the 
corn maze, after opening in 2009. The sod 
farm started in 1980 and continues. 

Debuck’s corn maze is open just a few 
weeks each fall, this year from Sept. 15 
through Oct. 27. 

School tours are Tuesdays through 
Fridays, with admission of $5 per student 
and includes a small pumpkin for an 
additional $1 each. 

Teachers are admitted free, but additional 
parents or siblings must pay. The school 
tours are educational and include various 
activities for children to enjoy. 

“During the week, it’s school groups 
only and the outside public is not allowed. 
The public is here only on weekends for 
security purposes,” said owner Norman 
DeBuck. 

Wanting to create a safe haven for young 
children and security for families to enjoy 
themselves, DeBuck’s corn maze focuses 
on having fun and learning along the way. 

The corn maze, Family Fun Area, Pumpkin 
Patch, and Linda’s Country Kitchen are 
open Fridays 6 to 10 p.m. 

The site is open Saturdays 1 to 10 p.m. 
and Sunday from noon to 7 p.m. General 


admission is $11 (for ages three and older), 
seniors citizens, aged 65 and up are $9 and 
children aged two and under are free with a 
paid adult. Ticket sales end one hour before 
closing. 

DeBuck’s is a family business owned by 
Norman and Linda DeBuck. 

DeBuck’s corn maze has Linda’s kitchen 
that serves chicken noodle soup, pulled 
pork, chili, and also offers daily specials. 
Washing stations and restroom facilities 
are available for use at all times. 

Those who come to the farm vary with 
the day, said Scott DeBuck. On Friday 
nights it’s usually high school students and 
moms and dads who want a night out to 
themselves, he said. 

“Saturdays and Sundays are usually 
family days,” he said, adding they get a lot 
of groups from churches, baseball teams, 
scouts, and social organizations. 

“I encourage other farmers to do their 
homework,” said Norman DeBuck. “T 
never stop researching. I am very dedicated 
in this line of work.” 

“Every year gets busier and busier,” 
said Linda DeBuck. “Every year as more 
people support the business it gives 
DeBuck’s enough money to add additional 
attractions.”

council meeting should inspire people to 
come to the meetings and get involved, but 
not to the extreme like that of the VBT or 
BADL meetings which are rolling circuses 
that really achieve nothing. 

“I wish that my office and those of the 
others, can easily be judged to handle the 
hard decisions, and will set the course for 
actions and voters to come. The people need 
to vote, and be part of the responsibility we 
all share,” he concluded. 

Tom Fielder 

Tom Fielder, 67, of 206 South Street, is 
running for a seat on the City Council, after 
serving as Belleville’s mayor in the past. 
Fielder served a partial term in 1998 and 
was elected to two full terms in 1999 and 
2003. His father also served as Mayor of 
Belleville. 

Fielder was born in Belleville and has 
lived here his whole life. He earned a 
Bachelor of Arts at the University of 
Michigan in Ann Arbor and retired as a 
teacher at Belleville High School. 

Fielder currently serves on the city’s 
Downtown Development Authority and the 
city’s Parks and Recreation Committee. 

He is president of the Belleville Area 
Historical Society, president of the 
Belleville National Strawberry Festival, 
and serves on the board of directors of the 
Belleville Central Business Community, 
SEMCA, and GrowthWorks. 

“T have lived in the City of Belleville for 
my entire life,’ Fielder said in answering 


an Independent request for information on 
his candidacy. 

“Growing up and working here had me 
becoming active in my community. I was 
coach of multiple sports at Belleville High 
School, invited to help write the State 
MEAP test in Social Studies, and after 
retirement served on the millage committee 
to build a new Belleville High School. 

“My involvement with young people has 
resulted in my serving as chairman of the 
Juvenile Justice Advisory Committee for 
Western Wayne County and as a Board 
member of Growth Works, Inc., a youth 
services provider. 

“I would like to continue to bring this 
background of knowledge to community 
decisions,” he said. 

He said he is running for office because: 

“Tt is no secret that the greatest problem 
facing local governments today is how to 
continue to provide quality services with 
diminished resources. The simple answer 
is to cut costs by reducing programs and 
personnel. The negative aspect of this 
approach is that current residents and new 
residents chose to live where the quality of 
life is high. Cuts alone result in a population 
and property tax loss which may cause a 
net loss in any financial savings. 

“I believe we must explore cooperative 
services with neighboring communities to 
keep valuable programsata financial savings 
to everyone. These types of programs 
might be found with not only neighboring 
governments, but also with educational 
and perhaps even private agencies. 
However, these cooperative ventures can’t

just occur without government officials 
balancing cost savings against diminished 
community services our residents have 
come to expect.” 

In responding to an Independent question 
on his goals in office, Fielder responded: 

“One of the most frustrating things I see 
in today’s government is the inability of 
officials to find common ground to solve 
problems and deliver services to their 
constituents. 

“Local governments in the United States 
seems to be one of the few places where 
compromise government is still alive. 
Certainly, in the City of Belleville the 
employees, administration, elected and 
appointed officials have used this as a 
principle of good government. 

“I have taught compromise when 
discussing the most significant features 
of our National Constitution. I practiced 
this principle when I previously served 
as an elected official. I hope to be able to 
continue to use this philosophy as a Council 
representative for the residents of the City 
of Belleville,” Fielder concluded. 

Kim Tindall 

Kim Tindall, 48, of 371 Church Street, 
who has served on the Belleville City 
Council for one term, since 2009, is running 
for re-election. 

Her fiancé is Steve Jones, chairman of 
the Belleville Planning Commission and 
president of the Belleville Area Council 
for the Arts. 

Tindall’s daughter, Colette is a graduate 
of Belleville High School and Michigan 
State University and recently moved to 
Washington, D.C. to live and work. 

Her daughter, Aimee, is a graduate of 
BHS and is scheduled to report for basic 
training for the U.S. Army in November. 

Tindall is a graduate of Ypsilanti 
High School and attended Washtenaw 
Community College for continuing 
education credits. She is not currently 
working. 

Besides running successfully for City 
Council in 2009, she was elected three 
times to serve on her local union’s executive 
board as trustee (UAW). 

Tindall is a former vice chairperson 
of the Belleville Parks and Recreation 
Commission and presently serves as a 
member of the executive board of the 
Belleville Area Council for the Arts, is a 
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member of the Tri-Community Community 
Emergency Response Team (CERT), and is 
a member of the Belleville Area Historical 
Society. 

She lists her hobbies as reading, watching 
sports, and hanging out with her dogs. 

In response to the Independents question: 
“Why are you running for Council?” 
Tindall replied: 

“Tm seeking re-election to Council 
because I would like to continue with the 
work that I have been doing with the City 
Council for the last four years. Though we 
have moved forward with improvements 
such as the new streetscape, the District 
Library and increased transparency and 
communication, we still have work to 
do. We need to continue to work closely 
with Van Buren Public Schools and with 
our neighbors in Van Buren and Sumpter 
townships and we need to continue to 
nurture our relationships with our local 
community organizations. 

“T believe the relationships that I’ve built 
within the community help to put our City 
Council in an advantageous position to do 
this.” 

As far as listing her goals, Tindall said: 

“As Michigan continues to lose our youth 
to more flourishing locations, Belleville 
needs to continue to market ourselves as a 
destination; not only a destination to come 
and play, but a destination to come and 
stay. 

“As we continue to provide a high 
quality of living, we keep the great folks 
that already live here while enticing new 
residents and businesses as well. It’s really 
a big circle -- more business, residents 
and visitors increase the tax base; the 
increased revenue allows us to provide 
high quality services; high quality services 
bring increased businesses, residents and 
visitors.

Question from Betty in Dearborn: My 
father passed away a few years ago and my 
mother is 94 now and in a nursing home. I 
am in the process of gathering information 
to put my mother’s home up for sale. My 
mother and dad bought a modular home 
approximately ten years ago and put it 
on an acre of land owned by one of my 
siblings. My parents paid cash for the 
home and all the improvements to the land, 
including utilities. 

I have found out that my parents do not 
own the land they put the home on. Instead, 
my sibling gave them a lease on the land. 
Will I still be able to sell the home? 

Answer: I would say NO. Since the home 
is not considered real estate without the 
attached property. If you parents had tried 
to finance the purchase of the home, the 
lender would have made them aware that 
they needed to own the land. Also, since 
the home is an improvement to the land, 
your sibling who leased the land to them, 
may have a claim to all improvements to 
the land. I would strongly suggest you 
get a copy of the land lease and contact a 
REAL ESTATE attorney on behalf of your 
mother. 

At this time you mother does not own 
any real estate to sell. And, the home is 
permanently affixed to the property. I 
hope that this can be worked out with the 
sibling and that the outcome will be to your 
mother’s benefit. Good luck!

Then, Chief Taylor mentioned the annual 
problem in Harbour Pointe subdivision 
during Halloween trick or treating, which 
is made more severe by guests to private 
parties in the sub.

Mayor Kerreen Conley, who lives in 
Harbour Pointe, said the temporary no- 
parking signs worked during Strawberry 
Fest.

“Tt might be a good use of junior officers 
for an hour,” Renaud suggested, referring 
to the time immediately following the 
downtown event. 

Chief Taylor said there was no problem 
with enforcement, once the council decided 
what it wanted to do. 

Mayor Conley said they will keep 
working on the problem and come up with 
other solutions administratively. 

A mailer explaining the situation will 
be sent to Harbour Pointe residents, but 
Councilwoman Kim Tindall didn’t like 
spending taxpayers’ money for that.
